ECOMMENDED new obligational authority of $41,840 million for the military 
functions of the Department of Defense for fiscal year 1962 reflects the continued 
policy of adapting the Defense Establishment to expected long-run requirements. 
Expenditures in 1962 are estimated at $42,910 million, which is $1,410 million more 
than the estimate for the current fiscal year. 

This increase reflects, in part, certain steps recently taken to increase the 
readiness of our military commands. These steps can be financed in 1961 mainly 
within available appropriations. However, some supplemental appropriations will 
be required for this year and are included in this budget. 

The recommendations for 1962 continue a strong posture of readiness and add 
to the capability of our military forces. 

To take full advantage of the results of scientific and technological develop- 
ments, rapid and sometimes drastic changes must continually be made in military 
forces and programs, Just a few years ago the United States was programing twice 
as much money for manned bomber systems as for strategic missile systems. The

Oceanographic Data 
Center Dedicated 


The National Oceanographic Data 
Center was dedicated 16 January by 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy for 
Research and Development, Dr. James 
H. Wakelin at the Naval Weapons Plant 
in Washington, D. C. 

The nucleus of data with which the 
new center begins its work is being 
transferred from the Navy Hydro- 
graphic Office files. It consists of more 
than 20 million machine punch cards 
which contain oceanographic observa- 
tions. Several types of reports are avail- 
able on photo cards, in data logs and 
cther forms. They may be referred to 
free of charge at the reference library 
or can be procured in the form of list- 
ings, summaries, tabulations or micro- 
film at standard costs. 

The center will act as a clearing

“Fortitude And Tolerance” 


Chairman Richard B. Russell (D-Ga) 
opened the hearings on a humorous, but 
somewhat ominous note, by pointing out 
that it might be in order to offer Sec- 
retary McNamara “condolences instead 
of congratulations.” Senator Russell ob- 
served that any Secretary of Defense 
who successfully discharges his duties 
needs “a double portion of fortitude and 
tolerance.”

Centralized Info Control 


Assistant Secretary Sylvester was ques- 
tioned by Senator Bridges about his plan 
to keep in close touch with the Congress 
on matters of public information, Secre- 
tary Sylvester, a former newspaperman 
who has spent considerable time on Capi- 
tol Hill, said: “I would be a very poor 
man if I had not learned that lesson.” 

He also said, in answer to questions 
put by Senator Russell, that one of Sec- 
retary McNamara’s “hopes” is to provide 
more centralized control for the public 
information activity of the Defense De- 
partment and the Services. 


Chairman Russell expressed concern 
about the four separate public informa- 
tion offices at the Pentagon.

Air Force Task Group Will Seek Means 


To Increase Junior Officer Retention 


AJ. Gen, J. V. Edmundson has been 

named by Air Force Deputy CofS 
for Personnel, Lt. Gen. Truman H. Lan- 
don, to head a task group which will 
develop policies for increased retention 
of junior officers. 

The task group, which begins meet- 
ings 20 February, has been authorized 
to propose both Air Force policy changes 
and legislative proposals to cope with 
the “relatively negilgible”’ progress 
made by the Air Force during the past 
few years in the retention area. 

“Despite Air Force wide retention con- 
sciousness and new tangible benefits” 
since 1956, General Landon said, “we 
have not motivated enough officers to- 
wards Air Force careers to man an op- 
timum officer force. We have retained 
about 40% of all young officers and 
about 20% of non-rated officers during 
a period when a minimum of 51% re- 
tention was needed. 

“In recognition of the urgency of the 
matter,” General Landon said, “I have 
established a task group to be identified 
with Project TOP STAR. My guidance 
to this group is to Test Our existing 
Policies on Selection, Training, Assign-

AF Will Fix 15-Month 


For Unaccompanied 


OST Air Force personnel whose 

overseas tours with their families 
are scheduled to end between June 
1961 and the summer of 1962 will be 
ordered to return to the ZI from one 
to six months early. 


In the future, overseas tours for un- 
accompanied or single personnel, both 
officer and airman, will be limited to 
a maximum of 15 months. In cases 
where tours are now under 15 months, 
no changes are expected. 


The new Air Force policies, spelled 
out in a message to all Major Com- 
mands, specify authority to implement 
President Eisenhower’s “Gold Dollar 
Widow” directive will be decentralized 
to the maximum extent possible to ma- 
jor commands, but that the commands 
should find a means of standardizing 
the program within their theater of 
operations. 

“Although each major command will 
administer its own dependent ceiling 
when determined and establish its own 
ground rules for determining eligibility 
of individuals to serve accompanied 
tours,” the Air Force said, “these ground 
rules must be generally uniform for all 
commands within a theater of opera- 
tion. In all probability, the responsibil- 
ity for coordinating and assuring gen- 
eral uniformity of ground rules and gen- 
eral approval authority pertaining there 
to will be assigned to (1) CINCUSAFE 
for the European, African and Middle 


East Area; (2) CINCPACAF for the 
Pacific and Far East areas and (3) 
COMCARIC for the Caribbean, South 


and Central American areas. Situations 
which cannot be resolved between com- 
manders would be forwarded to Head- 
quarters USAF, for resolution.” 


Headquarters has directed that “to 
the extent possible” the following new 
return dates for sponsors who are 
scheduled to end their overseas tours 


in affected countries within the next 
year and a half.

Following is part one of the Air Force 
message, which deals with family mem. 
bers exempted from the ceilings, treat- 
ment of family members overseas, and 
the granting of waivers for accompanied 
family travel overseas: 

This part is devoted to queries concerning 
specific portions of 1520/60. Part I of 1520/60 
concerning personnel not counted as de- 
pendents in applying provisions of reduc- 
tion program: It is emphasized that the 
specific categories of dependents listed were 
exempted in establishing ceilings for mili- 
tary services. They are not considered as 
part of the Air Force’s dependent ceiling 
overseas or any major command's dependent 
ceiling overseas. 

‘However, a reporting system now under 
development will reflect strength figures for 
these types of personnel. Personnel in ex- 
empted categories should receive same con- 
sideration as any other personnel once de 
pendent travel overseas is resumed. In the 
meantime, travel overseas of dependents in 
special categories should be considered from 
the viewpoint of extreme personal hardship 
or mission impairment without particular 
regard to country of citizenship of the de 
pendent. You are reminded that, in the case 
of certain exempted dependents, wives may 
qualify (example: wives who are civilian 
employees on a full time indefinite basis) 
while childen or other dependents of same 
sponsor may not. 

Part I of 1520/60 on excluded areas: Con- 
sider Wake Island in category of excluded 
areas. Part IV of 1520/60: The authority 
granted major commands to grant waivers 
for dependent travel overseas for humani- 
tarian considerations, hardships and peculi- 
arities of selected Air Force units to be 
exercised only in consideration of cases in- 
volving mission impairment or extreme per 
sonal hardship is amended. This authority 
is necessarily restricted to the major com- 
mand of overseas assignment or pending 
assignment. 

All requests for waiver to allow concur 
rent or unaccompanied travel of dependents 
overseas will be addressed to the sponsor's 


oversea unit of assignment or scheduled 
overseas unit of assignment in order that 
the commander controlling housing may 
make an appropriate recommendation to his 
higher headquarters. This procedure will 
enable major air commanders to maintain 
dependent ceilings for their command. 
Part V of 1520/60: Effective 10 January 
1961, the Joint Travel Regulations were 


amended to include provision for return ol 
dependents and return of household goods 
for reasons of national interest in Paragraph 
7009.6 and new Paragraph 8305 respectively 
This information is being disseminated té 
appropriate headquarters and field agencies 
Authority regarding sponsor tour prorations 
is limited to those instances which have 
resulted directly from the dependent reduc 
tion program. 
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Some Highlights From The *62 Budget 


Aircraft Purchases—The Air Force will purchase 473 aircraft in the 12 months 
beginning 1 July to modernize and support 79 aircraft wings. The Navy will buy 
644 aircraft, including a Marine Corps assault helicopter that has not been under 
previous procurement, The Army will buy 261 aircraft, compared with 229 this 
fiscal year. 


Shipbuilding Program—The Navy will receive $2.2 billion in new obligational 
authority for shipbuilding and conversion, compared with $1.8 billion in fiscal ’61. 
The new program calls for 30 new ships and 22 new conversions at an expenditure 
of $1.9 billion, an increase of about $300 million from this year’s total. 


ASW Gets Emphasis—In addition to 5 Polaris submarines in the program, 
which brings to 19 the number authorized to date, the shipbuilding program has 
16 vessels which have a primary antisubmarine warfare mission. These include 
3 nuclear-powered submarines, 7 guided missile frigates, and 6 escort ships. ASW 
readiness will be improved by conversion of 14 WWII destroyers and 6 submarines 
to handle modern ordnance and electronics. 


No Nike Zeus Procurement—Army hopes that procurement funds would be 
asked for long lead-time items for the Nike Zeus anti-missile missile were shot 
down. The new budget seeks about $250 million for continued development and 
test of the system. This is less than has been required for these purposes during 
fiscal ’61. 

Pershing Buy Boosted—On the other hand, the Army has been given a go- 
ahead for greatly accelerated purchase of the Pershing missile and will go for- 
ward on a “new, highly mobile surface-to-surface missile to support battle groups 
in the combat area, as well as on Mauler, a surface-to-air missile for air defense 
of the forces in the field.”

Antarctica Mountain Honors L/C Dawson 


MOUNTAIN estimated to be 14,000 feet high, of which 10,300 is buried under 

the frozen snow of Antarctica, has been named for Lt. Col. Merle R. Dawson, 
Ft. Eustis, Va., its discoverer. 

In addition to “Mount Dawson,” as it appears on the National Science Founda- 
tion’s latest charts of the Antarctic, Colonel Dawson, while exploring with a field 
party in 1956, also found five new mountain ranges in outer Marie Byrd land near 
the South Pole. 


With the aid of Dr. James Bentley, glaciologist for the Foundation, Colonel 
Dawson pinpointed the location of “Mount Dawson” at latitude 77’47” south and 
longitude 86’18” west. 

Colonel Dawson has been Commanding Officer of the Transportation Environ- 
mental Operations Group at Eustis since April 1960, following a four-year tour 
of duty in the 6,000,000 square miles making up Antarctica, Again in late 1960, at 
the special request of RAdm. David M, Tyree, Commander, U. S, Naval Support 
Force, Antarctica, he returned for a 45-day tour which ended just before Christmas. 
As an expert in polar conditions, he oriented new members of Task Force 43 in 
over-the-snow movement, ice-made landing strips and weight-bearing capacities 
of ice for discharge of cargo ships.

The Antarctic is not Colonel Dawson’s only geographical interest. From desert 
wastes to Central American jungle, he has supervised testing of new Transporta- 
tion Corps equipment and techniques being subjected to new environments. 

He is a member of the Polar Society, the Explorers Club and the Masters and 
Mates Pilot Association, and wears the Legion of Merit with a Navy gold star 
for its second award, as well as Bronze Star awards for both Valor and Meritorious 
Service.

The satellite communication ship will 
require the solution by the Bureau of 
Ships of many difficult development 
problems, including design of a suitable 
antenna system capable of both trans- 
mitting and receiving at microwave fre- 
quencies while maintaining the pointing 
accuracy required in spite of the ship’s 
motion. 

Although shore antennas may be as 
large as necessary to provide sufficient 
radio energy gain, shipboard antennas 
must be limited as to size and weight 
by ship support consideration. Also, the 
roll, pitch, and yaw of the ship platform 
must be compensated for by a delicate 
gyroscopically stabilized alignment sys- 
tem in order to keep the antenna 
pointed accurately at all times. 

A WW II Victory Ship hull will be 
removed from mothballs and modified 
to accommodate the Advent shipboard 
terminal. In addition to the elaborate 
antenna system, the ship will be pro- 
vided radio receivers and transmitters, 
communications security devices, track- 
ers and telemetry equipment, an ultra 
precise timing system, accurate naviga- 
tion equipment, and complex computa- 
tion and display equipment. 


RAdm, Ralph K. James, Chief of the 
Bureau of Ships, has established a spe- 
cial project management staff within 
the Bureau R&D organization to co- 


| ordinate the equipment design and de- 


velopment, the ship modification, and 





the terminal test plan for the Advent 
ship, Technical personnel and research 
facilities of the Naval Research Labora- 
tory in Washington and the Navy Elec- 
tronics Laboratory at San Diego will be 
employed in the solution of terminal 
design problems. 

“Participation by the Navy in the 
Advent Satellite Communications proj- 
ect is significant in its indication of the 
type of inter-service cooperation and 
coordination required for modern multi- 
million-dollar astronautics programs,” a 
Pentagon announcement said, 

“Also significant in this announce- 
ment is the emphasis that the Navy is 
placing upon the development of miii- 
tary astronautics systems. As Admiral 
Hayward pointed out, the Fleet Com- 
mander of tomorrow, navigating with 
the Navy’s Transit Satellite System, 
planning his actions with the aid of 
direct readout meteorological and re- 
connaissance satellites, and communi- 
cating with task forces and headquar- 
ters ashore by means of satellites, will 
gain much from the astronautics sys- 
tems under development today.”

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Secretary Gates Proves ‘‘Loyalty Down’’ 

THE JOURNAL last week, in our “Changing of the Guard” editorial, 
said: ‘When the history of the former Secretary of the Navy’s tenure 
as head of the Defense Department is told in full, it will show that Secre- 
tary Gates was ordered to implement the plan (“Gold Dollar Widow” 
directive) after having voiced strong objections.” 

The exchange of letters between Secretary Gates and President 
Eisenhower (see Page 1) proves this contention. We are pleased that the 
record has been set straight. Every Service family now knows that the 
Secretary of Defense never intended, nor did the President, that military 
people should be singled out to take the brunt of the effort to reduce the 
flow of gold overseas. 

Secretary Gates, at his departure as was the case throughout his 
distinguished and dedicated service in the Pentagon, knew and practiced 
the concept of “loyalty down.” We salute him for it and for the great 
contributions he has made to our National Defense: To him and his family, 
Godspeed. 


Budget Is Beiter, But Needs Further Strengthening 


The Defense Budget which the outgoing Eisenhower Administration 
has sent to Congress is noteworthy both in its advancement of programs 
hitherto held back and by neglect of programs which the Administration 
previously had supported. 

The boost in expenditures (see story on first page), while revealing 
a new awareness of the danger of the Soviet threat, is, at the same 
time, a reflection of the rising cost of military items from inflation and 
from increased complexity. 

The program for the development of the B-70 Mach 3 manned 
bomber has been restored to favor in the new budget. The promising 
project was all but killed in 1959. When Congress last year added on 
funds for the full reinstitution of the program, it took the Administra- 
tion some time to decide that it would spend the money. Now, not only 
are new funds requested, but the budget urges that “additional effort” 
be put forth to develop the first four prototypes. At least one full year 
has been lost by the 1959 cut-back. 

Funds for the SAC alert, although less than the Air Force desires, 
also represent new support for a program previously held back. Airlift 
modernization and the new weapons program for the Army may likewise 
be cited as praiseworthy support of plans which previously failed to 
win Eisenhower Administration backing. 

Nevertheless, there are programs essential to a strong defense 
which are neglected in the new budget. The Nike Zeus antimissile 
missile, which Air Defense leaders say is urgently needed, gets only 
limited support and is no closer to the desired production stage. The 
development of an atomic powered aircraft, with its dramatic promise 
for the future, is again held back and the cancellation of one of the 
two power-plant programs is promised. There is no new money for 
the Skybolt air-launched ballistic missile, nor for the Navy’s forward- 
looking Missileer fleet air defense system. 

The Supersonic B-58, which promised to fill the gap between the 
older subsonic bombers and the projected B-70, is given no money 
(see editorial below). 

Summing it up, the old Administration in its final budget has shown 
itself to have grown more forward looking in the defense field but 
with defense still geared to budget-balancing. Certainly, the Eisenhower 
Administration has left room for the Kennedy Administration to carry 
out its promises for a stronger National Defense. 


Must We Have A “Gap” In Manned Bombers? 


Restoration of the B-70 program for the development of a Mach 
3 manned bomber, now supported by the inclusion of funds in the 1962 
budget estimates, gives official recognition to the Air Force’s mixed 
manned bomber-missile concept for the Strategic Air Command. But 
the 62 Budget is remiss in not giving adequate backing to that concept. 





The fiscal plan omits all funds for carrying forward the production 
program for the B-58 Hustler. 

The B-58 is the only supersonic bomber now in production for the 
Air Force. Twice in the past week it has broken world speed and payload 
records. Six records, three over a 1,000-kilometer course and three 
over a 2,000-kilometer course, with payloads ranging from zero to 
2,000-kilograms, five of which were previously held by the Russians, 
were broken by a B-58 piloted by Maj. Henry J. Deutschendorf, jr., 
USAF. The next day another B-58 piloted by Maj. Harold E. Confer, 
USAF, upset two of the new records. General Thomas S. Power, SAC 
CinC, hailed the performance as dramatically proving the capabilities 
of SAC’s first operational supersonic bomber. General Power also re- 
called that the B-58 had won the bombing title in the 1960 SAC combat 
competition and thus can be counted on to conduct successful bombing 
missions against enemy targets. 

It will be recalled that the Senate Preparedness Investigating Sub- 
committee, then headed by Senator Lyndon B. Johnson, conducted an 
exhaustive investigation of the B-58 program last year. The Com- 
mittee reported that the B-58, recommended as a replacement for the 
obsolescing B-47, had been “beset with funding difficulties.” “The re. 
placement of the obsolescent B-47,” the Committee declared, ‘‘does not 
appear to be taking place at a rate which will insure a technologically 
modern inventory of manned bombers within this strategic strike force.” 
The Committee’s report also pointed out that the B-58 is the only 
operational airplane which could fulfill the Air Force’s requirement for 
a bomber with multimission capabilities. 

The Air Force’s present program for the B-58 expires this year 
with only enough B-58’s for two wings, where it will stay unless new 
funds are provided. With the subsonic B-47s and B-52s becoming ob- 
solescent, there will thus be a long gap before the B-70 becomes avail- 
able. This gap can be filled only by the B-58 which is now in production. 
Furthermore, the tooling, overhead and development costs of the B-58 
already have been paid so that new aircraft could be built at slightly 
over $7-million each.

Funds are sought to provide a Ready 
Reserve of 31,760 officers and enlisted 
men by 30 June 1962, with an ultimate 
goal of 39,600. 

The Coast Guard Reserve in Fiscal '62 
will sustain a loss in strength of 1490 
from the 30 June 1961 estimate because 
of high attrition among those whose en- 
listments expire or whose obligations 
will be completed, 

Procurement plans call for 10 steel- 
hulled 82 foot craft to replace 83-foot 
wooden-hulled vessels. Two buoy boats 
and four tugs are planned for fiscal ’62, 
and two “medium-endurance” vessels 
will be constructed. 

In the aircraft field, the Coast Guard 
will purchase three SC-130B’s and two 
HUS helicopters and will establish a 
helicopter detachment at Los Angeles. 

At the Cape May, N. J., Receiving Cen- 
ter, a 500-man barracks will be con- 
structed “in the first phase of a long- 
range program to rehabilitate the facil- 
ities at that unit.” 

At the U. S. Coast Guard Academy, 
New London, Conn., plans call for a new 
barracks, galley, mess, and recreation fa- 
cilities for enlisted personnel, and the 
conversion of the present enlisted men’s 
barracks building to classrooms.

Here is what Senator Goldwater said 
when he introduced the Senate bill: 

“Mr. President the proposed measure I 
am about to introduce seeks to restore 
the historic relationship between the 
pay rates of active duty and retired 
members of the armed services. 

“When the Congress enacted the mil- 
itary pay raise bill of May 1958, it 
created certain inequities which have 
adversely affected many retired person- 
nel.

“This bill, in which I am joined by 
24 of my colleagues, is being introduced 
into the Senate for the third time, and 
I am happy to say it has the support of 
the Department of Defense and other 
Government departments concerned. 

“Legislation of this nature was passed 
by the House last year, H.R. 11318, but 
unfortunately the Congress adjourned 
before the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee could hold hearings on it. 

“I hope the Senate will give speedy 
consideration to this legislation. It will 
correct an injustice to retired person- 
nel now currently affected and will 
serve to strengthen the career incentives 
for active-duty personnel.” 


LEGISLATIVE BOSS 

Norman S. Paul, a WWII Navy 
officer, is the new Special Assist- 
ant to the Secretary of Defense 
for Legislative Affairs. 

A veteran of 12 years of Govern- 
ment service, Mr. Paul was the 
recipient of the William A. Jump 
Memorial Award in 1955 for his 
service as Deputy Director of the 
Foreign Operations Administration 
for Congressional Relations. 

Born in Stamford, Conn., Mr. 
Paul, 41, was graduated from Yale 
University in 1940 with a BA de- 
gree, He earned his LLB at the 
University of Virginia in 1946. 

During WWII, he served with the 
Navy as a line officer with the 
Amphibious Forces in the South 
Pacific. He entered service in April 
1942, and was separated with the 
rank of Lieutenant in November 
1945. 

From 1955 to September 1960, Mr. 
Paul was with the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, and from 1955 to 
1957 served as Legislative Counsel 
for that Agency. 

He is married to the former Bet- 
tie Huffard of Charlottesville, Va. 
They have four children. He and 
his family reside at 3035 Chain 
Bridge Road, N.W., Wash., D. C.

IT WILL SURPRISE NO ONE that the Serv- 
ices made no specific recommendations to the 
Defense Department in the initial report that 
they were required to make concerning possible 
cuts in military activities and strengths over- 
seas. In connection with the drive to reduce the 
flow of gold abroad, the Services were ordered 
on 10 December by then Secretary of Defense 
Gates to report within 30 days on possible ac- 
tions which could be taken to reduce expendi- 
tures without impairing combat readiness. The 
replies—all classified—were made to the outgoing 
Eisenhower Administration in generalized terms. 
Primary emphasis was on the fact that the prob- 
lem is “under active study’ by commanders 
overseas. The order from Secretary Gates speci- 
fied that follow-up reports will be made. The 
next is due 1 February. 


SECRETARY McNAMARA’S ATTITUDE in 
this matter remains to be seen. He must advise 
the Services quickly (1) that the Gates Direc- 
tive will be rescinded, or (2) that he and Presi- 
dent Kennedy expect detailed advisories from 
the Services as to whether any cuts can be made 
in overseas deployments, and, if so, when and 
how they can be made. It’s no secret, of course, 
that many of our Allies fear that the order to 
reduce dependents overseas could be followed 
by a decision to cut military strength, particu- 
larly in Europe. 


AN EARLY ANNOUNCEMENT BY THE 
NEW ADMINISTRATION that every effort 
will be made to keep U. S. Service families to- 
gether, whenever possible, aside from its major 
morale-building impact in the U. S. Forces, 
would be a reaffirmation to Allies of our deter- 
mination to maintain our combat strength over- 
seas. 


THE AVERAGE MILITARY MAN can 
compute his value at $42 more beginning 1 
July. The new budget estimates that the 
cost per military man will rise from $4,319 
in fiscal ’61 (it was $4,254 last year) to $4,- 
361. This reflects higher longevity pay, in- 
creased separation costs, and a “small in- 
crease” in the officer and enlisted grade 
structure. 


IT’S UNFORTUNATE FOR SERVICE PEO- 
PLE that President Kennedy found it necessary 
to delay the appointment of an Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense for Manpower, Personnel, and 
Reserve Forces. The official who succeeds for- 
mer Assistant Secretary Charles S. Finucane 
would have benefited from the comprehensive 
briefings which were received by Secretary Mc- 
Namara, Deputy Secretary Gilpatric, and many 
of their Assistant Secretaries. 


A WELL BRIEFED MANPOWER CHIEF 
would be ready, for example, to go to Capitol 
Hill immediately to seek passage of legislation 
to equalize military pay, as has been advocated 
by both President Eisenhower and President 
Kennedy. The new Assistant Secretary also will 
be challenged by the sweeping proposals for per- 
sonnel changes in the Bolté Report. And im- 
mediately his views will be sought on the impact 
of the “Gold Dollar Widow” directive. 


THE PRESTIGE OF THE OFFICE of 
Assistant Secretary for MP&R has not been 
enhanced by disclosure that Joseph Keenan, 
an AFL-CIO executive had been considered 
for the post, but not chosen. 


TWO USMA ’61 CADETS, Larry D. Budge, 
son of Col. and Mrs. Vernon M. Budge with 
the Army Audit Agency in Europe, and Howard 
D. Graves, have been named for Rhodes Schol- 
arships. With 2d Lt. Paul L. Miles, jr.. USMA 
60, they bring to 45 the number of West Point 
graduates who have won this award since the 
Academy began to compete for them in ’24. 


A MASTER WAR GAME of unprecedented 
scope will be staged within the next year. Main 
armament will be computers. It will result from 
the new Strategic Target Plan developed by the 
Joint Strategic Targeting Center at Offutt AFB, 
Nebr., and approved by the President. The JCS 
will want to keep the plans under constant test, 
and the best way to do it is through electronic 
war games, 


THE COURAGEOUS STAND which VAdm. 
William R. Smedberg, III, has taken in the 
fight to win Congressional approval for in- 
creased military travel funds is certain to win 
support on Capitol Hill. There is little question 
that Congress will permit the Services to spend 
more money for travel than was authorized in 
the fiscal °61 budget as voted last year. One 
unanticipated factor is the impact of the “Gold 
Dollar Widow” directive. Admiral Smedberg, 
his associates say, is taking the position that 
Congress would not want the combat readiness 
of the Naval Establishment to be endangered 
and consequently will issue necessary travel 
orders. He realizes of course that if he has 
miscalculated Congressional intentions, his ca- 
reer could be placed in jeopardy in the event 
that travel orders are issued in the absence of 
travel funds. 


THE NUCLEAR-POWERED MISSILE 
CRUISER Long Beach will be armed with 8 
Polaris fleet ballistic missiles. The Navy won 
the go-ahead for this action—it will cost about 
$58 million—from outgoing Secretary of De- 
fense Gates. He told the Navy that money for 
the Polaris missiles aboard the Long Beach 
must come from other parts of the Navy budget. 
Original cost of the cruiser was estimated at 
$250 million, but was revised upward to $320 
— Total cost now will be about $378 mil- 
ion. 


THE SECDEF’S APPROVAL for installa- 
tion of Polaris missiles aboard the Long 
Beach apparently was made after the ’62 
Budget was prepared. In referring to the 
atomic cruiser, President Eisenhower said 
only that it would be armed with Talos and 
Terrier surface-to-air missiles (Page 15). 


CONGRESS HAS BEEN TOLD AGAIN that 


the “Gold Dollar Widow” order, unless amend- 
ed or repealed, will lead to serious morale and 
moral problems. Senator Scott (R-Pa), report- 
ing on the situation in the Far East, says that 
“Navy men are marrying Japanese women at the 
rate of about 1000 per year. So far these newly 
acquired dependents are exempted from the quo- 
tas,” he notes, but adds that “future action is 
unpredictable. The injustice of this action to 
U. S. wives is readily apparent.” Senator Scott 
has advised his colleagues that “the number of 
marriages to Japanese women will increase,” 
and adds: “So will the informal liaisons with 
these women, already a serious morale and mo- 
ral problem, especially when U. S. personnel 
are married and have families in the States.” 
Concluding his report, Senator Scott comments: 
“This is a gloomy but, I fear, an accurate ap- 
praisal.” 


GENERAL LAURIS NORSTAD, Supreme 
Allied Commander Europe, who is greatly con- 
cerned over the impact of the “Gold Dollar 
Widow” order, can be expected to tell the Ken- 
nedy Administration what he told outgoing Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Robert B. Anderson in 
Europe during November. The NATO Com- 
mander expressed himself as being troubled by 
the effect the reduction in dependents would 
have on the morale of U.S. Fighting Forces and 
also on the morale of our Allies. General Nor- 
stad’s assessment will play an important role in 
the forthcoming reconsideration of the order. 


SENATOR RALPH YARBOROUGH (D- 
TEX), in urging support for what he calls a 
“Cold War Veterans GI Education Bill,” makes 
the point that only about 46% of the Nation’s 
youths serve in the Armed Forces under cur- 
rent draft procedures. He says the other 56% 
get a “head start in the economic struggle.” 
Similar legislation was voted by the Senate 
last session, but died in the House Veterans 
Committee. 


A MULTI-MILLION DOLLAR hearing, in- 
volving the extension to Reserve officers who 
served in both WWI and WWII the same re- 
tirement at 75% of base pay as is now author- 
ized for Regulars, was held in the Court of 
Claims 16 January. The Court is expected to 
hand down its decision in about 2 or 3 months. 


HUNDREDS OF SAILORS slated for duty 
aboard the 60,000-ton carrier Constellation, 
which was hit by a $48 million fire last month, 
will be given other duties on a temporary basis. 
Most of them are slated for duty aboard car- 
riers deploying from Norfolk to the Mediter- 
ranean, and, after a 6 month tour, will return 
to the U. S., just about the time that the Con- 
stellation will be ready for operational service. 


THE PROSPECTIVE SKIPPER of the Con- 
stellation, Capt. Thomas J. Walker, III, an 
atomic bomb commander in WWII, has received 
the Navy Commendation Medal from VAdm. 
Frank O’Beirne, Atlantic Fleet Naval Air Force 
Commander, Norfolk. He was cited for service 
from July 1958 to March 1960 as Head of the 
Ship Operations and Test Branch and Technical 
Staff Assistant for Systems Development Analy- 
sis in the Polaris Special Projects Office under 
VAdm. W. F. Raborn, jr. Captain Walker, 
USNA ’39, a descendant of three great-grand- 
fathers who were whaling ship captains, in July 
1945 was assigned as “Prospective Bomb Com- 
mander” for the fourth atomic bomb at the Los 
Alamos, N. M., Scientific Laboratory, N. M. 
That bomb was never dropped. 


GENERAL NATHAN F. TWINING, USAF- 
RET., former JCS Chairman, has been elected 
Vice Chairman of the board of Holt, Rinehart 
and Winston, Inc., New York City, one of the 
country’s largest text book publishers. For the 
present, General Twining will continue to reside 
in Washington, D. C. For other “Retired Activ- 
ities” notes, turn to page 21. 


IN A TOP RANK SHIFT of Naval officers, 
VAdm. Harold T. Deutermann, who took com- 
mand of the Second Fleet in the Atlantic last 
January, will become CofS to Admiral Robert L. 
Dennison, Supreme Allied Commander Atlantic, 
replacing VAdm. L. S. Sabin, who retires after 
four decades of service. RAdm. Claude V. 
Ricketts, who will be given three stars, will take 
command of the Second Fleet aboard the flag- 
ship Northampton on 1 February after duty as 
Director of the Strategic Plans Division in the 
Office of the CNO. Admiral Ricketts, USNA 
29, also will Command Striking Fleet Atlantic, 
a NATO Naval force. 


CAPT. JAMES DOWDELL, USN, who has 
been PIO for the 12th Naval District in San 
Francisco, will succeed Cdr. John Pillsbury, 
USNR, as Pacific Fleet PIO. At the Pentagon, 
Lt. Herbert E. Hetu, USN, reporting from the 
Armed Forces Public Information Office, Holly- 
wood, has replaced LCdr. Forrest R. “Bud” 
Degler, USN, as Press Officer on the Navy’s 
OSD Information Desk, under Cdr. Pickett 
Lumpkin, USN, who is on the selection list for 
captain. Commander Degler is slated to become 
Executive Officer aboard the destroyer DuPont. 


THE NAVY MEDICAL CORPS, whose retir- 
ing Chief, RAdm. B. W. Hogan, will be suc- 
ceeded by RAdm. E. C. Kenney, during the past 
6 years has raised its Regular officer strength 
from 38% to 60%. It had been necessary to 
replace between 1,300 and 1,500 Navy doctors 
each year; present annual turnover is only about 
700. 


THERE’S GROWING INTEREST among the 
Nation’s aircraft manufacturers in the increasing 
Army expenditures for aircraft (see Page 27). A 
group of top executives froin the Douglas Air- 
craft Corporation, led by Chief Engineer Leo J.

Here is the text of the President’s statement on proposed Defense legislation: 

“Legislation is again recommended to make the necessary adjustments in 
military retirement pay so as to reestablish for all retired personnel the traditional 
relationship of their pay with active duty pay.

Sell Alaskan Communications

Accrued Flight Pay Asked 


“The need for manned aircraft, and for the pilots and other persons necessary 
to fly them, is declining gradually as more and more missiles enter the inventory 
of our operating forces. During the transitional period it will be necessary to 
remove from flying status a number of officers whose professional and managerial 
skills are still required by the services. The complete loss of flight pay which 
such removal now entails would represent a serious hardship to many officers 
who have served their country well and who believed they would qualify for 
flight pay as long as they maintained their flying proficiency. To help ease the 
transition which this group faces as a result of conversion to new weapons systems, 
the Congress should make provision for appropriate financial relief by reducing 
flight pay gradually for officers removed from flying status because of changing 
technology.

Service Retired Will Get $895 Million; 
Lists Will Increase By About $46,000 In ’62 


HE Armed Services estimate that the retired rolls during the next fiscal year 

will be increased from 274,398 to 320,437. Retired pay costs will rise from $775 
million this fiscal year—$692 million in fiscal ’60—to $895 million in fiscal ’62. 

The Budget Message also seeks an additional $31 million for Pay Equalization. 

Here is the breakdown of the retired lists projected for the year starting 
1 July, with current figures in parentheses: Nondisability, 173,895 (143,800); Tem- 
porary Disability, 16,087 (14,722); Permanent Disability, 73,686 (72,062); Fleet

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New Defense Budget Provides 14 Army, 3 Marine Divisions, 817 Navy Ships, 84 Als; Li 
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budget for the coming fiscal year, by contrast, programs more than four times as 
much for strategic missile systems as for manned bomber systems, Similarly, defense 
against ballistic missile attack took only a small part of the total capital investment 
in continental air defense as recently as the fiscal year 1957, whereas in the coming 
fiscal year it will be a substantial percentage of the total. There has been a gradual 
shift from guns to missiles on surface ships, and from conventional to nuclear power 
for submarines. For surface ships, the relative utility of nuclear or conventional 
power is a question that requires case by case consideration in each year’s ship- 
building program, In total, there has been an increased emphasis on versatile and 
modern multi-purpose military units equipped and prepared for all forms of military 
action—from limited emergencies to a general war. 


FORCES AND MILITARY PERSONNEL—To carry out basic military missions, 
this budget provides for a total strength in our Active Forces of 2,492,900 men and 
women on June 30, 1962, the same as now estimated for the end of fiscal year 1961 
and 4,000 over the year-end strength originally planned for this year. A supplemental 
appropriation is being requested to provide for this 1961 increase, which is primarily 
to bring our naval forces to a greater degree of preparedness. 

The Active Forces to be supported include an Army of 14 divisions and 870,000 
men; a Navy of 817 active ships and 625,000 men; a Marine Corps of 3 divisions and 
3 aircraft wings with 175,000 men; and an Air Force of 84 combat wings and 822,900 
men. 

Worldwide deployment of these forces, and of civilian employees of the De- 
partment of Defense as well, requires a considerable amount of travel to and from 
duty stations. The dollar limitation on travel established by the Congress in the 
1961 appropriation for the Department is not sufficient to cover all essential travel 
costs of military and civilian personnel. Accordingly, it is recommended that this 
limitation be increased by $54 million for the fiscal year 1961 and that no limitation 
be imposed for 1962. 

If the reserve components of our Armed Forces are to serve effectively in time 
of war, their basic organization and objectives must conform to the changing char- 
acter and missions of the Active Forces. Under modern conditions the quality and 
combat readiness of the reserve forces are more important than numbers. The na- 
ture of warfare has changed so drastically during the last decade that the whole 
concept of the roles and missions of the reserve forces must be reevaluated. 

Accordingly, the Secretary of Defense and the Joint Chiefs of Staff have been 
directed to make a new study of the reserve missions and requirements. This should 
be aimed at the objectives of efficiency, economy, and promoting administrative ef- 
fectiveness. As a first step toward a more fundamental revision, this budget provides 
for a reduction in the number in the Army National Guard and Army Reserve paid 
for participation in reserve training from the present 400,000 and 300,000, respective- 
ly, to 360,000 and 270,000 by the end of fiscal year 1962. These recommended reserve 
personnel strengths are fully adequate to meet the needs of our national defense. 
The statutory minimum placed on the personnel strength of the Army National 
Guard in the 1961 Department of Defense Appropriation Act should not be con- 
tinued. The excess strengths which have been provided by -the Congress above my 
recommendations in the last several years are unnecessarily costing the American 
people over $80 million annually and have been too long based on other than strictly 
military needs. Even with the proposed lower reserve personnel strengths, the cost 
of pay, allowances, travel, and operation and maintenance for the military reserves 
will amount to well over $1 billion in 1962, 


STRATEGIC FORCES—The strategic forces provided for in this budget consist 
of a combination of nuclear weapons systems of land-based and carrier-based aircraft, 
fixed and mobile missiles of intercontinental and intermediate range, and overseas 
missile systems under the military command of mutual defense treaty organiza- 
tions. The composite capability of these forces represents an enormous destructive 
potential and should deter any potential aggressor. 

Up to the present time our strategic striking forces have relied in large measure 
on manned bombers. Manned bombers—both land-based and carrier-based—will con- 
tinue to be required, However, with the advent of operational missile systems, more 
and more of the strategic force in the years ahead will be composed of fixed-base 
and mobile ballistic missiles—both land- and sea-based. The recommendations in this 
budget reflect this change. 

By the end of fiscal year 1962, the largest part of the planned squadrons of the 
Atlas ballistic missile system will be operational, and a significant number of the 
planned Titan missiles will be in place and ready. The solid propellant Minuteman 
missile system is now well along in development, and the first missiles are scheduled 
to become operational during the calendar year 1962. Funds are requested for 5 
additional Polaris submarines, making a total of 19 submarines which will have been 
fully funded, and for the procurement of long leadtime components of 5 more; pro- 
curement of the appropriate number of Polaris missiles to arm these submarines 
is also planned, as is the continued development of a much longer range version 
of the Polaris missile. 

Thor and Jupiter intermediate range ballistic missiles, provided to our allies 
overseas under the military assistance portion of the mutual security program, add 
still another important element of strength to the strategic forces. 

All production of B-52 and B-58 manned bomber aircraft is scheduled to end in 
the calendar year 1962. However, as indicated in my special message to the Congress 
last August, additional effort is being devoted to the development of the B-70 long- 
range bomber. Funds are included in this budget to continue work in 1962 on the 
airframe and engine, and on the essential subsystems. 

In addition to the forces equipped uniquely for nuclear attack, the tactical fight- 
ers and missiles of the Air Force also contribute importantly to our strategic capa- 
bility. Deployed overseas, with an increasing all-weather strike capability, these tac- 
tical forces can deliver megaton-class nuclear weapons to potential enemy targets. 

As a further step in strengthening the strategic forces, the Navy has been au- 
thorized to increase significantly the proportion of attack aircraft aboard carriers 
of the 6th and 7th Fleets. This action will substantially increase the capability of 
those fleets to strike enemy targets. 

The very diversity of our weapons systems has created an increasing need for 
fully integrated operational planning. To meet this need, the Secretary of Defense

Gatling Gun Set 
For SAC Bombers 


A gun capable of firing 20-millimete1 
shells at the rate of 4,000 a minute 
will be carried in the tail of the new 
B-52H missile bomber. 

Designated the AN/ASG-21, the fire 
control system is described as the most 
advanced defensive armament system 
of its type. 

With the new turret, the B-52H 
missile bomber will be able to conduct 
an automatic defense which requires 
the operator only to pull the trigger. 
A six-barreled Gatling gun, the weapon 
will be hydraulically operated and 
electronically controlled. The Gatling 
gun in the new bomber underwent ex- 
tensive testing and development at the 
Eglin AFB, Fla., Air Proving Ground 
Center. 

The high firing rate of the eight-jet 
B-52H’s Gatling gun is achieved by the 
use of six revolving barrels, each hav- 
ing its own bolt. At any instant, rounds 
are fed into the weapon, chambered, 
fired, extracted and ejected. Rotation 
firing of the individual barrels reduces 
the duty cycle per barrel permitting 
longer firing bursts. 

Replacing the four 50-calibre ma- 
chine guns carried on earlier Boeing 
B-52’s, the Gatling cannon represents 
only one of numerous changes found 
on the advanced B-52H. 

Other major features of the new 
SAC intercontinental bomber include 
new Pratt & Whitney turbofan en- 
gines which provide a range increase 
well over the 10,000 statute miles of 
the B-52G; newer, more advanced 
electronic systems; and capability to 
carry the new solid fuel, long range, 
hypersonic Douglas Skybolt air- 
launched ballistic missiles. The Sky- 
bolt test program will be conducted 
from Eglin, with launches made ove! 
the Atlantic Missile Range.

creasingly less vulnerable. Some 4 years ago the Air Force began the dispersal of 
these aircraft and commenced construction of special alert facilities to assure that 
me-third of the force could be airborne within 15 minutes of warning of an attack. 
Both of these programs are substantially completed. Under emergency conditions, 
the long-range bomber force could also use a large number of additional bases 
throughout the country. 

As a further measure, steps have been taken to provide the heavy bomber force 
with an airborne alert capability. Funds are provided in this budget to continue to 
train crews and to acquire spare parts and other materiel so that a substantial por- 
tion of the heavy bomber force could immediately mount a 24-hours-a-day, 365-days- 
a-year airborne alert, should that step ever become necessary in an emergency. 


AIR DEFENSE FORCES—The emergence of the ballistic missile threat has, of 
course, required a revamping of our air defense forces. The speed and destructive- 
ness of the nuclear armed ballistic missile have placed an extremely high premium 
on timely warning of an attack. Therefore, systems designed to provide such warn- 
ing have been receiving urgent attention. 

The ground-based Ballistic Missile Early Warning System (BMEWS), involving 
1 cost of nearly a billion dollars, has already been largely financed. Work on this 
system has been greatly accelerated and is proceeding as fast as practicable, The first 
of the three sites is now in operation. The second site will be in operation this year, 
substantially increasing the coverage, The third site is planned to become opera- 
tional somewhat later. When the entire system is in full operation, our air defense 
forces and civilian population, as well as the strategic retaliatory forces, should 
have 15 minutes of warning of intercontinental ballistic missile attack. 

The matter of reliable warning of ballistic missile attack is of such crucial im- 
portance to the safety of the Nation, however, that a number of other approaches 
are also being explored. The most advanced of these is the satellite-borne missile 
early warning system, Midas, which is now under accelerated development. Midas is 
designed to detect an enemy missile attack at the time of launching; this could 
about double the amount of warning time available to our military forces and ci- 
vilian population, Substantial funds are included in this budget to continue de- 
velopment of this system at a high rate. 

With the increasing reliability, accuracy, payload, and sophistication of the bal- 
listic missile, our problem of safeguarding against surprise attack will become ever 
more onerous. Development of an active defense against ballistic missiles is progress- 
ing. The Nike-Zeus anti-missile system is proceeding under the highest national 
priority, and funds for its Pacific range test facilities are included in this budget. 
Funds should not be committed to production until development tests are satis- 
factorily completed. 

The entire problem of detection, tracking, and destruction of the attacking mis- 
sile must be dealt with as a whole. Every avenue of research which offers any rea- 
sonable chance of success must be explored beyond the present frontiers of knowl- 
edge. That is the purpose of the group of studies now under way, which has been 
designated by the Department of Defense as Project Defender. Additional funds to 
continue this project through the coming fiscal year are also included in this budget. 

As long as a manned bomber threat to this Nation exists, we shall have to main- 
tain a reasonable degree of defense against it. The Air Force now has under way a 
large-scale program for improving the capability of its existing fighter interceptor 
force, particularly against the low-level manned bomber. The Bomare B ground- 
to-air-missile program has already been funded. Production is going forward, and 
missiles will be delivered to the air defense units over the next few years. Addi- 
tional funds are recommended to complete and modernize the Nike-Hercules ground- 
to-air-missile system. 

The Bomarc B and Nike-Hercules, together with the early models of these mis- 
siles and the very substantial force of supersonic manned interceptors armed with 
air-to-air guided missiles, provide a formidable defense against manned bomber 
attack. To provide the detection, warning, and control for these forces, an extensive 
network of radars and communications lines is being maintained and modernized. 
Funds for additional construction and for the procurement of equipment are in- 
cluded in this budget. 


SEA CONTROL FORCES—Control of the seas is vital to the maintenance of our 
national security, The naval forces, which are being provided during this fiscal year 
with new combat ships and increased personnel, carry the primary responsibility for 
this important mission. 

The 1962 budget provides for active naval forces consisting of 817 combatant and 
support ships, including 14 attack carriers, 16 attack carrier air groups, 11 carrier anti- 
submarine air groups, and 37 patrol and warning air squadrons. 


New and modernized ships to be delivered in 1962 from prior year authorizations 
will enhance the combat capability of the naval forces and permit the replacement 
of older ships, Among the new and modernized ships to join the fleet in 1962 will be 
the first nuclear-powered attack aircraft carrier, the Enterprise; the first nuclear- 
powered cruiser, the Long Beach, armed with Talos and Tetrier surface-to-air mis- 
siles; three nuclear-powered attack submarines; four Polaris submarines, and sev- 
eral guided missile destroyers. 

The 1962 shipbuilding program provided in this budget will further improve 
the fleet and help offset the increasing number of over-age ships. The program con- 
sists of construction of 30 new ships and conversion of 22 others. In addition to the 5 
Polaris fleet ballistic missile submarines, new ships will include 7 guided missile 
frigates, 3 nuclear-powered attack submarines, 6 escort vessels, and 9 amphibious, 
supply, and research ships. The conversion program includes 14 destroyers, 1 com- 
munications relay ship, 1 missile range instrumentation ship, and 6 conventionally 
powered attack submarines. , 

A great deal of emphasis in the 1962 shipbuilding program is on antisubmarine 
warfare. Progress has been made in antisubmarine warfare organization and tactics. 
Improvements have been made in weapons and equipment, particularly antisubma- 
rine rockets, torpedoes, and sound detection gear. However, the fast, deep running, 
nuclear-powered submarine of today is exceedingly difficult to detect and attack. 
An increase in the capability to detect and destroy enemy submarines is needed.

Asked Study Last Year 


In his Budget Message to Congress 
last January, President Eisenhower also 
said he wanted the Pentagon to make 
a new study of the Reserve Forces, but 
no fundamental recommendations were 
proposed.

dependents significantly.” 

At the time the directive was issued, 
Secretary Gates held a late afternoon 
meeting with Pentagon newsmen to ex- 
plain the actions that his Department 
would take in support of the President’s 
directive. Mr. Gates made the point at 
that time that Service people would 
accept the order as “soldiers,” and he 
said that military people were accus- 
tomed to hardships in the service of the 
Nation, 


No Unilateral Action 


What was not revealed to the public 
then was the fact that it was Mr. Gates 
clear understanding that the Armed 
Services would not be forced to act 
unilaterally, 

The 7 January issue of THE JOURNAL 
reported that “military commanders 
overseas are irked by news stories which 
quote State Department sources to the 
effect that Foreign Service Officer 
families should not be forced to remain 
in the United States, as is the case with 
Service families, because FSO people 
spend large portions of their careers 
overseas.” 

THE JOURNAL commented: “The fact of 
the matter is, of course, that career mili- 
tary people not only must go overseas 
frequently—sometimes to areas such as 
Korea where dependents have been 
barred—but also when serving abroad, 
for example with the Seventh Army in 
Europe, must be away from their families 
about 50% of the time for field opera- 
tions and other missions.” 

As a former Under Secretary and Sec- 
retary of the Navy, Mr. Gates was well 
aware of the implications on Service 
morale of the “Gold Dollar Widow” order, 
but, convinced of the need to stem the 
flow of gold, he moved quickly and 
effectively to carry out the orders of the 
Chief Executive. 


llth Hour Action 


Now, to set the record straight and to 
provide guidance for his successor, Mr. 
Gates, at the 11th hour of his Pentagon 
service, won approval to make public 
for his successor the background of the 
actions that have been taken. 


The exchange of letters with General 
Eisenhower came as the Services were 
preparing to take the full impact of 
the order. During January, most families 
scheduled to go overseas have been 
allowed to travel with their sponsors. 

But beginning 1 February, travel will 
come to a virtual halt. The Army, for 
example, plans to send only 500 depend- 
ents overseas in February. The other 
Services will send only a few hundred 
family members. 

For the months immediately ahead, un- 
less the order is amended or repealed, as 
now seems more and more likely, about 
10 family members will return from 
overseas for every Service wife or child 
allowed to go abroad with their sponsors. 


President Kennedy’s Views 


On Capitol Hill, as reported elsewhere 
in this issue, the bi-partisan attacks on 
the “Gold Dollar Widow” order continue. 
The latest (see Pages 12, 28) comes from 
Senator Hugh Scott (R-Pa.). 

In San Francisco, the Chamber of Com- 
merce has come out with a strong state- 
ment which calls for reconsideration of 
the decision to separate Service families. 

There is little doubt that President 
Kennedy, if he has not acted previously, 
will be asked about his intentions in this 
matter at his first news conference. 





Dear Mr. President: 


I think that it would be of value 
in the interest of continuity of govern- 
ment to review some of our conversa- 
tions and record the views I expressed 
cencerning your directive of November 
16, 1960, with respect to the United 
States balance of payments, and to re- 
port on the effect which the implementa- 
tion of this directive has had on the 
Defense Department. 

In our discussions, I differentiated 
between measures to reduce the number 
of dependents in foreign areas and other 
measures designed to relieve our bal- 
ance of payments situation. The latter, 
I advised, could and would be put into 
effect without reservations. As to the 
former, it was understood that we must 
take urgent steps, in the sphere of these 
expenditures abroad, that would prompt- 
ly contribute to reducing the deficit in 
our international balance of payments— 
then running at the rate of over $3 
billion a year, with large foreign ac- 
cumulation of gold and liquid dollar 
assets, especially by some of the indus. 
trializeqd countries in which these mili- 
tary expenditures were heavily concen- 
trated. At the same time, it was 
understood that with a view to assuring 
that treatment of personnel throughout 
the Government would be as compar- 
able as possible to that applied to 
Defense personnel, every effort would 
be made to have other agencies and 
departments which have personnel 
abroad reduce their personnel and de- 
pendents in foreign countries, when 
such reductions could be accomplished 
without impairing the fulfillment of 
essential U. S. policy objectives. 

As evidenced by the orders which it 
had issued, the Defense Department has 
initiated action’ on all of the points 
specified in your directive. With respect 
to dependents, we have recognized from 
the outset that it would be desirable to 
alleviate the problem of separation of 
families as soon as practicable, The 
actions have been taken in good spirit 
and can be sustained if necessary for 
an appreciable period. However, as fore- 
seen in our conversations, the adverse 
impact of the separation of families is 
substantial and, in my opinion, relief 
should be sought as soon as feasible. 
This impact has been heightened by 
the fact that other agencies are not 
planning to reduce the number of their 
dependents significantly. 

If you have no objection, I should 
like to acquaint my successor with the 
foregoing.

Dear Mr. Secretary: 

I fully agree that the understandings 
and views outlined in your letter of 
January 18, 1961, with respect to the 
directive of November 16, 1960, on the 
United States balance of payments 
should be placed on record. 


Fundamentally, as you say, these 
measures were taken to improve our 
difficult balance of payments situation 
and to show our seriousness and our 
determination to meet this problem, It 
has been my constant hope that it would 
be possible eventually to relieve hard- 
ships occasioned by these actions, giving 
priority to those which involve family 
separation. I know that you have, for 
this purpose, been studying reductions 
in the length of overseas tours. Also, I 
have been in full agreement that, over 
any extended period of time, the treat- 
ment applied to Defense personnel must 
be as far as possible comparable to that 
applied throughout the rest of Govern- 
ment. To this end, all Departments of

President Sees End To Capehart Family 


Housing Program; Asks 2,025 New Units 


HE death-knell of the Capehart military family housing program has been 


sounded. 


President Eisenhower, in his Budget Message to Congress, said the program 
“has admirably served its purpose,” but added that “it is now apparent that the 
most urgent family housing needs of the Department of Defense have been met.” 
Over the last six years, more than 100,000 Capehart units have been constructed, 

In order to provide for a “final increment” of Capehart homes, the President 
asked Congress to extend the program for one more year, and to authorize con- 
struction of 2,025 new family quarters at Army, Navy and Air Force installations, 
The extension also will enable the Pentagon to place under contract about 5300 
units of family housing which already have been authorized. 

The request for the 2,025 new public quarters was also contained in the annual 
military construction authorization bill which went to Congress 16 January. It 
includes 725 Army units, 1,000 for the Navy and 300 for the Air Force. No new 
housing was requested for the Marine Corps. Here is a breakdown of the housing 


request: 


ARMY—200 units at Camp Irwin, Calif.; 525 at Ft. Myer, Va. 

NAVY—200 units at Charleston, S. C., Naval Base; 200 at NAS, Lemoore, Calif.; 
200 at Naval Sub Base, New London, Conn.; 200 at Naval Seabee Center, Port 
Hueneme, Calif.; 140 at Naval Station, Mayport, Fla.; and 30 each at the Naval 
Facility, Ft. Miles, Lewes, Del., and the Naval Security Group Activity, Winter 


Harbor, Maine.

The entire construction program including operational, training, maintenance, 
RD&T, and supply facilities, totals $870,884,000 for all Services, a reduction of $271 


million over last year’s request.

As you know, my directive has been 
viewed as one that should appropriately 
be under close and continued review, 
and at my direction specific follow-up 
procedures are in effect. Among the 
matters requiring continued attention 
are the further development of our bal. 
ance of payments situation in light of 
actions taken, any possibility of making 
some reduction of our forces deployed 
overseas, (thus reducing separations 
from dependents) and any evidence of 
any undue adverse effect on our military 
forces. 

In light of the above, I approve your 
recommendation to acquaint your suc- 
cessor with your letter of January 18, 
1961, and this reply.

Purdue Sets Course 
For Service Retired 


Purdue University, at Lafayette, Ind., 
will offer for the sixth year a program 
aimed at preparing retired military peo- 
ple to teach elementary collegiate math- 
ematics. To be eligible, candidates must 
have an interest in mathematics, hold 
a bachelor’s degree, have had calculus, 
and meet the Graduate School require- 
ments for admission. 

The program consists of a special se- 
quence of courses which is covered in 
48 weeks of instruction, The first ses- 
sion, 17 July-8 September 1961, is an 
intensive review of basic mathematics 
as a preparation for subsequent courses.

This is followed by two semesters and 
a summer session, starting 13 Septem- 
ber 1961, and ending 10 August 1962. 
This part of the program is devoted to 
37 credit hours of course work in the 
areas of analysis, algebra, geometry, 
statistics, teaching methods and psy- 
chology. Those completing the program 
and fulfilling the requirements of the 
Graduate School will receive a Master 
of Science Degree. 

The fee for the review session is $90. 
For the remainder of the program fees 
are those regularly charged by the Uni- 
versity. Applicants should investigate 
their eligibility for educational benefits 
under the various Acts of Congress.

New Polaris Class Submarine Launched;

GROTON, CONN. 


HE world’s largest and most power- 

ful nuclear submarine began to take 
shape here 17 Janunryv at the Flectric 
Boat Division of the General Dynamics 
Corporation, as the keel was laid for the 
Polaris-launching Lafayette, 

The Lafayette, which begins the third 
generation of Polaris ships, will be 425 
feet long and displace 7,000 tons, 

Although shorter by 27 feet than the 
Triton radar picket submarine, the La- 
fayette will be the largest U. S. sub- 
marine when she is completed late in 
Fiscal Year 1962. The Triton’s displace- 
ment is 6,900 tons. 

Secretary of the Navy William B. 
Franke and French Ambassador Herve 
Alphand headed the list of dignitaries 
for the keel laying. Their initials were 
welded into the keel. 

Ambassador Alphand characterized the 
dedication of the newest U. S. nuclear 
submarine as a symbol of the “love af- 
fair’ which exists between France and 
the U. S. He noted that the love affair 
has been going on for 200 years, “more 
than most others.” 

Following the Lafayette will be three 
cther super-Polaris submarines, the 
Alexander Hamilton, also to be built by 
Electric Boat here, and two as-yet-un- 
named ships, the SSBN 619 and SSBN 
620, to be built by the Mare Island Naval 
Shipyard, Calif., and the Portsmouth, 
N. H., Naval Shipyard. 

Under construction immediately next 
to the Lafayette is the second genera- 
tion Polaris submarine Thomas A. Edi- 
son, which will be 410 feet long and 
displace 6,900 tons. The Edison's sister 
ships will be the Ethan Allen, Sam Hous-

President Eisenhower’s budget provides 
increased fiscal bursts for limited war 
and antisibmarine warfare programs. 

The $42.9 billion spending program 
forecast by the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion for the Armed Forces in the year 
beginning 1 July compares with $41.5 
billion projected for this fiscal year. 

Because direct obligations will go 
up, it can be forecast with certainty 
that defense spending must hit close 
to or above $44 billion in fiscal ’63, 
unless the new Administration cuts 
weapons programs, slashes manpower. 

This is not believed likely. 

It will be necessary for the Pentagon 
to send to Congress a supplemental 
appropriations request of about $2838 
million to cover expenditures through 
30 June 1961.

For 42,000 AFRBA Officer Members 


RAdm., John B. Lyon, USN-Ret., Secre- ; 
tary-Treasurer of the Armed Forces Re- | 
lief and Benefit Association, has an- 
nounced that, effective 1 February, each 
member’s insurance coverage will be | 
automatically increased from $12,000 to | 
$15,000. 

“This additional $3,000 benefit,” Admi- | 
ral Lyon said, “is being effected without | 
any increase in members’ payments. I 
am pleased to advise our more than 42,- 
000 officer members that the monthly 
allotments to the Association will not re- 
quire any change.” 

In making this announcement, Admiral 
Lyon explained that the $3,000 additional 
insurance would be applied to the present 
$12,000 coverage of each member, and 
that the existing Emergency Death Bene- 
fit of $2,000 would continue to be paid 
immediately on receipt of notification of | 
death. 

Admiral Lyon stated that continual 
Vigorous growth combined with satis- 
factory claim experience enabled the 
Board of Directors of the Association to 
authorize this increase of $3,000 insurance 
coverage, 

This, together with a $2,000 increase 
Made in 1958, represents a 50% increase 





over the original coverage of $10,000 with- 
out changing the monthly premiums. 

The Association has distributed a re- 
fund each year for the past 13 years which 
has substantially reduced the net cost to 
members. 

Officers on active duty with the Uni- 
formed Services are eligible for member- 
ship. In addition to the insurance bene- 
fit the Association makes an award of 
twenty college scholarship grants each 
year for members’ children, offers loans 
for certain emergency purposes and ed- 
ucational loans for members who are 
undertaking advanced education at their 
own expense. The insurance coverage of 
the Association’s membership now ex- 
ceeds one-half billion dollars which is 
guaranteed by the John Hancock Mutual 
Life Insurance Company and the State 
Mutual Life Assurance Company of 
America. It is expected that additional 
members will now be attracted to this 
low cost coverage in the amount of 
$15,000.

provides no new money for the Skybolt 
air-to-surface missile program on which 
the Royal Air Force, as well as SAC, is 
counting heavily, Work will go forward 
on Skybolt from previously appropriated 
funds. 

The budget also provides no new money 
for the Missileer aircraft which will be 
part of the Navy’s Eagle long-range air- 
to-air missile, 

There will be increased funds for pur- 
chase of the Hound Dog air-to-surface 
missile as part of the support for Air- 
borne Alert. 

For the Army’s Zeus anti-missile mis- 
sile, no production funds are provided. 
Approximately $250 million, a little less 
than spent this fiscal year, would be used 
for Zeus development and test, 

There is no new carrier in the program. 
This is in accord with the Navy’s plan to 
seek a carrier every other year, and to 
spend ihe money for other ships—and 
more of them—#in the non-carrier years. 
Thus the fiscal ’62 shipbuilding program 
includes 30 new ships and 22 conversions. 

There are three nuclear-powered attack 
submarines, as well as five Polaris sub- 
marines in the program. During fiscal ’61. 
Congress voted funds for four attack car- 
riers. The Navy is building one. Funds for 





the other were diverted to development 
of the longer range Polaris missile, and 
money for the other two was carried over 
to this fiscal year. 

The budget includes funds for three 
new type guided missile escort ships, as 
part of the emphasis on increased ASW 
readiness. 

The budget spelled out no details for 
Service promotions plans, but indicated 
that money is being asked for a slightly 
expanded enlisted and officer grade 
structure. 

JOURNAL COMMENT: Whatever the 
great detail involved in the preparation 
of the Eisenhower Defense Budget, the 
main point of interest in the weeks 
immediately ahead is to what extent 
the Kennedy Administration will change 
it 

President Kennedy and Secretary of 
Defense McNamara will be given a 
short time during which they can say 
that the matter is being studied, but 
they cannot wait many weeks. The Ap- 
propriations Committees will be anxious 
to begin hearings and this year authori- 
zation requests for new weapons pro- 
grams must be submitted in advance— 
the deadline is 30 January — to the 
Armed Services Committees.

S. Garlock, Assistant Secretary (Finan- 
cial Management) would remain at his 
Pentagon post.

vious that this Service would have the 
greatest experience factor among _ its 
civilian leadership at the outset of the 
Kennedy Administration.

ONGRESS has been asked to approve Armed Forces expenditures of $18.76 

billion for the fiscal year that starts 1 July—an increase from this year’s out- 
lay of $17.9 billion—for procurement, research, test, development and evaluation. 
The breakdown by Services in billions of dollars is: 

Procurement—The Army would spend $1.611 ($1.280 in this fiscal year); Navy, 
$4.552 ($4.343 in ’61); and Air Force, $8.208 (compared with $8.130 this fiscal year). 
Total $14.372 ($13.753). 

RDT&E—Army, $1.102 ($1.064 in '61); Navy, $1.315 ($1.363); Air Force, $1.618 
($1,398). Total $4.388 ($4.148). 

The Office Secretary of Defense would be given $354 million for RDT&E, an 
increase of $32 million over this year.

Sperry ‘Platform’ 
Will Guide B-70 | 


Sperry Gyroscope Company has been 
given a go-ahead to develop and manu- 
facture a gyro platform that will furnish 
precise reference data for the North 
American B-70 bomber. 

The contract reactivates a project in 
force when the B-70 program was cur- 
tailed last spring. 

Nine other companies originally sub- 
mitted bids for the contract, expected to 
reach several million dollars over the 
next few years, according to Raymond H. 
Rice, president of the Los Angeles Divi- | 
sion of North American Aviation, Inc., | 
weapon system contractor for the triple | 
sonic super bomber. 

The Sperry Twin-Gyro platform is a 
system composed of highly accurate ac- | 
celerometers and gyroscopes that will | 
provide the B-70 aircrew attitude and 
heading reference in any weather, day or 
night, and at any point on the Earth. 

The lightweight Sperry platform is a 
new form of basic flight reference, differ- 
ing in major respects from conventional | 
two and three -gyro platforms in use to- 
day. It employs two identical directional 
gyros set at right angles to each other to 
create a “table” which will remain stable 
in space despite any maneuvering of the 
aircraft. 

Sperry’s Rotoace (TM) gyros will be 
employed in the system to achieve the 
great accuracy required for B-70 mis- 
sions,, and to help maintain the bomber’s 
readiness for rapid alert. These rugged 
new gyros—which require no warm-up 
period—represent a notable advance in 
the gyro art, holding drift rates within 
a small fraction of a degree per hour, 
Company officials said.

Addressing the Senate 17 January, he 
said military personnel “cannot be ex- 
pected to remain in the Services, loyal 
and effective, if they are required by 
the United States to leave their fam- 
ilies at home.” 

“The reasons underlying the issuance 





of the order should be reexamined,” 
Senator Scott said. 
At the same time, Ted C. Connell, 


Commander-in-Chief of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars said if the “Gold Dollar 
is to be continued “then 
it is only fair and equitable that other 
agencies of the U. S. Government, such 
as employees of the State Department, 
Commerce Department, etc., bear an 
equal portion of the same type of re 
strictions placed on military personnel.” 
He said “If others do not bear their 
proportionate share of the burden, then 
these restrictions on the military and 
their dependents should be rescinded.”
